Ten Thousand People Storm Arapahoe 
County’s New Jail to Avenge the Mur- 
der of B. C. Lightfoot, a Grand Army 
Man, by Dan Arata, a Notorious Char- 
acter=Murderer Hanged to a, Tree and 
Riddled with Bullet Guards Shoot 
Two of the Mob. 

Denver, Colo., July 26.—Not since Denver 
was a small frontier village and lynching par- 
ties were of common occurrence has this city 
experienced anything like what happened here 
this evening. Dan Arata, the Italian musder- 
er of B. C. Lightfoot, was taken from the jail, 
hung to a tree, and shot by a mob. 

Last night B. C. Lightfoot, an old Grand 
Army man of this city, entered a saloon in 
the bottoms kept by Dan Arata, an Italian of 
unsavory fame. Lightfoot asked for a glass 
of beer and paid for it. When he had drank 
it Arata asked him to have another drink. 
Lightfoot supposing it to bea treat ac- 
cepted and started to lea ve the place. Arata 
stopped him and demanded pay for the bev- 
erage. : 

Lightfoot did not have the necessary money 
and the Italian, picking up a chair, brutally 
assaulted him, knocking out the left eye at 
the first blow. The murderous battender fol- 
lowed ap his attack, literally beating the poor 
old man, who was 60 years of age and rather 
childish, nearly to death. But he was not 
quite dead, and to make sure of his victim 
Arata shot him through the heart. 

The murderer was arrested and placed in 
jail, 

All day there have been murmurs not only 
among the Grand Army men, but among the 
people in general, regarding the brutal deed. 
Many threats of lynching were heard, but not 
heeded by the steady-going people of Denver, 
who thought that quick justice had passed 
away with the frontier days.

They hunted through 
the vast corridors for an hour, before dis- 
covering the right cell, and then having no 
key they started to break the strong door 
down. By this time the interior of the jail 
was asea of human beings who had entered 
when the first entrance was made by the 
mob.

A Yacht Out of Salisbury, Md., Is Capsized

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TESTIMONY SEEMS . TO BE UNIFORM 


‘REGARDING HIS ENCOUNTER. 


Inspector Thornby and Gateman Durel 
Are Said to Have Done Nothing Until 
the Former Was Feeling the General's 
Fingers at His Throat-Friends of the 
Discharged Men Likely to Ask Their 
Reinstatement Soon=National Commis- 
sioners Express Sympathy for Them. 

Further investigation into the St. Clair epi- 
sode does not add to the credit of the Council 
of Administration for directing Supt. Tucker 
to dismiss Inspector Thornby and Gateman 
Durell. It was shown by careful inquiries 
yesterday that St. Clair was admittedly the 
aggresor and that he struck Thornby because 
of the latter’s alleged insolence after Thornby 
had admitted him to the grounds. The testi- 
mony of all the eye-witnesses, and there were 
a number of them seen by reporters for Tun 
Trisunz, was uniform that St. Clair had 
seized Thornby and had invited the fight 
which took place. There was also a pretty 
general agreement that Thornby defended 
himself as any man would do under the cir- 
cumstances. It was also developed that the 
failure to make any arrests, as would have 
been done in the case of ordinary 
citizens, was due to the fact 
that one of the participants was a National 
Commissioner and that the men whose duty it 
was to have arrested them refrained from 
doing so because of the office which Gen. St. 
Clair held. St. Clair’s own statement about 
his difficulty with Thornby coincides substan- 
tially with that of the witnesses, as he admits 
that he seized the inspector with the intention 
of choking him. 

The matter did not come up in the Council 
of Administration yesterday. The friends of 
Inspector Thornby and Gateman Durell evi- 
dently preferred to waitaday or two before 
demanding their reinstatement. Members of 
the council had little to say in regard to the 
matter, though they ae that they had 
tacitly 1 in St. Clair’s order to 
Tucker directi | 
men. The only 


dismissal can 
is that the council had the 
to issue such an order to Supt. Tucker. 
ing all the circumstances, the whole affair is a 
disgraceful exhibition of toadyism. St. Clair 
might have been satisfied, if he had licked the 
inspector, ag he claims to have done, with the 
result of the fight; or, if he had become 
ashamed of his e bition of temper, he might 
have done the manly thing in the 2 
and had the two men reinstated. As he di 
neither it is probable that further steps will 
be taken to see whether the, employés of the 
Fair are to be subjected to the capricious ex- 
efvise of authority by Commissioners who 
may have a personal grievance.

Adlai should have 
stated that his vote would be cast on the right 
side, in accordance with the platform of his 
party as it is and not as Gov. Pennoyer 
falsely construed it. He should have sid 
that he was for “the equal intrinsic and ex- 
changeable value of the dollar unit of coinage 
of both metals.” 

The Vice-President should have contradict- 
ed promptly the erroneous statements of the 
Governor. He should have told him that the 
currency policy of the government for the 
first eighty years of its existence had not been 
successful from the point of view of the bimet- 
allist, that up to 1834 gold, being under- 
valued, was driven out of circulation,and from 
that time till the war began and all coin disap- 


out of circulation. If the government were 
to return to the financial policy of Jackson 
and his successors it would make the ratio of 
silver to gold a little grester than the com- 
mercial one. Whereupon silver would go out 
of circulation. 

Adlai threw away an excellent opportunity.

worth of goods for themselves or others. 
They could not boycott the world or any part 
af it into any other result than that, and the 
wonder is they can entertain an idea so com- 
pletely opposed to good sense and economical 
law. 
EMBEZZLEMENT AT THE WHITE CITY. 
The White City at Jackson Park is a world 
in miniature and a municipality on something 
more than a small scale. It is a city within a 
city, with its own shows, amusements, con- 
certs, traffic, joys, sorrows, and tragedies. It 
has its own architecture, its own art, and its 
own system of transportation. It has a popu- 
lation more varied and picturesque than any 
‘other spot on earth. It has had its fires and 
tragic loss by them. It has had more than its 
share of wrangles and quarrels and disagree- 
ments, of envies, jealousies, and heart burn- 
ings. It has had frequent fisticuffs and knock- 
downs which have taxed the alertness of its 
guards and the rapidity of its patrol wagons. 
It has hed its accidents by fire, flood, and 
field. It has its little vices und immoralities 
of a‘ mild order which have agitated the 
prudish. It has ite concert halls, theaters, 
and dance houses. It has had its Sunday 
question and it has patronized every court 
from suburban Justices’ shops to a Federal 
court, with the Chief Justice of the United 
States on the bench. It has had its proces- 
sions and pageants, its illuminations and fire- 
works. Not to be out of the fashion it also 
has had its failures, though they have not dis- 
turbed the commercial world. It has its lect- 
ures, its sermons, its receptions, and its teas. 
It has not yet had its murder or its 
lynching, but now it has had its 
first embezzlement, which demonstrates 
that already it has reached full municipal 
stature, and its first woman in the case, which 
shows that the White City is not to be out- 
done by its less attractive associates. Mr. H. 
Bertrand Kemitz, in charge of the Swiss ex- 
hibits of watches, may lay claim to the dis 
tinction of being the first embezzler in the 
White City. He isin Canada with $30,000 
worth of property belonging to thirty watch 
exhibiters, and the woman in the case is there 
with him, but unless they are more agile than 
John Bonfield’s detectives they will soon be 
here again to answer for their peccadilloes. 
It is a credit to the White City that with the 
millions of dollars’ worth of goods in charge 
of thousands of agents thus far there has been 
but one black sheep in the flock. If he is ar- 
rested promptly and made to suffer for his 
dishonesty it may deter any others who are 
similarity inclined, which is much to be de- 
sired, for the morals of the White City must 
be preserved. Thus far that little municipal- 
ity has had an excellent reputation in this 
direction. The owners of property have had 
little cause for complaints. There always 
will be more or less petty stealing at exposi- 
tions where the opportunities are numerous 
even for the clumsiest thief. That so little 
has been taken, however, argues well for the 
honesty of visitors. 


WHAT SHALL BE DONE WITH OUR IDLE 
STOCK OF SILVER? 


According to telegraphic advices a great 


number of different schemes for solving the 


financial problem are being formulated for 
presentation to Congress at the special session 


threatened multitude of advice and sugges- 
tion there may be danger of failure to act in 
the way absolutely necessary to restore con- 
fidence at homeand abroad. What should 
be done is to repeal the purchasing clause 
the Sherman act, provide for the utilization 
at its actual value of all the silver now lying 
idle in the Treasury, and authorize an issue 
of gold bonds sufficient to maintain the cur- 
rency at par under all streas of circumstances. 
Then Congress ought toadjourn, leaving ques- 
tions of bank circulation and tariff to be dealt 
with in regular session. 

The nearly $500,000,000 of badly depre- 
ciated silver now in the Treasury constitutes 
a dead weight upon the finances of the coun- 
try. The silver dollars, intrinsically worth 
but 54 cents each, have certificates issued 
against them, and these circulate as currency, 
but it is on a dangerous plan, the only re- 
demption expressly provided for those certifi- 
cates beingin coin that is intrinsically worth 
about 54 cents on the doilar, but the Sherman 
act of 1890 pledged the government to re- 
deem them in gold. The $120,000,000 of 
bullion silver in the vaults has been pur- 
chased with Treasury notes, and those notes 
presented for redemption in gold, the net re- 
sult of the transaction being a paying out of 
gold in the purchase of silver bullion, which 
is doing nothing at all except to menace the 
stability of the whole money system of the 
Natzom. That silver, both coined and un- 
coined, is lying in the Treasury as inertly as 
if it were so much old junk. In present avail- 
able value it is not even as good as an equal 
value of old iron would be, since the latter 
would await a customer, which the other does 
not. The government has no power to sell 
single ounce of that silver or to do anything 
with it except to guard the stuff in the Sub. 
treasury vaults at a continuous expense to the 
Nation, which has had its coffers filled with it 
that a few Rocky Mountain silver miners might 
avoid loss and others of them grow rich, while 
the producers of iron, lead, copper, wheat. 
corn, pork, and cotton have had no such as- 
sistance from the government. 

Some use must be made of that now idle, 
useless silver. It is not enough to stop the 
issue of silver scrip which is immediately 
presented at the Treasury for redemption in 
gold. Under the stupid Sherman law arrange- 
ments must be made to have the silver deliv. 
ered out and employed at its actual commer- 
cial value. It would be folly to coin it into 
light weight, 371 grain dollars, when there 
are several hundred millions of that kind of 
dollars stored in the vaults of the Treasury 
which cannot be forced into and kept in cir- 
culation. And it would be diagracefully dis- 
honest to offer to force bullion on the public 
as money at little more than half its nominal 
value, when it was bought at its commercial 
worth in the market. 

The government can now get at about 70 
ents per ounce more silver than it needs to 


the metal, certifying that they were * dollars ” 
when in fact the coins would not be worth in 
buying power much more than half a dollar 


bought at ite gold value. It must be parted

It is time that there should be a change, and 
that branch of the public service which comes 
the nearest to all the people and in which they 
are all interested should receive if not gener- 
ous at least just treatment at the hands of 
Congress. Possibly the Democrats, who are 
in power in both branches of Congress, will 
play at economy during the coming session.

The Sherman Law. 

Curniicorae, III., July 24.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. I Please give vote t passed the 

Sherman law in totals—viz.: Total Democrats 
and total Republicans. Also was the Sherman 
law gotten up as a compromise measure or not? 

Actin F. SVE. 

The vote on the Sherman bill was: In the Sen- 
ates yeas 89 Republicans, nays 26 Democrats; in 
the House yeas 121 Republicans and 1 Independ- 
ent, nays 90 Democrats. The bill as passed 
originally by the House was much like the Sher- 
man law, except that it did not contain the 
declaration that it was the intention of the gov- 
ernment to maintain the two metals on a parity. 
It contained also what the Sherman law does 
not, a provision authorizing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to redeem the Treasury notes in silver 
bullion at its market price if the holder of the 
notes so desired. The Senate amended the House 
bill to provide for free coinage. The House re- 
jected that amendment and the matter was re- 
ferred to a conference committee, which reported 
what is called the Sherman law.

If this labor leader were a genuine bimetallist 
he would welcome this proposition, but he seems 
to be tinctured with the fiat heresy. He prefers 
irredeemable notes to hard money. He says that 
“metal money is only needed for foreign ex- 
change,” and “ that paper money is good enough 
for home use.” He seems to be unaware of the 
fact that the paper money,. which is all that he 
and most Americans see or handle now, would be 
worth nothing if there were not for it coin re- 
demption behind it, and if there is coin behind it 
then the value depends on the value of the coin, 
whether silver or gold. 

Paper money which a government says it will 
not redeem except with another fresh piece of 
irredeemable paper is worth only what the 
brokers will give for it. Paper redeemable in 
silveris worth the bullion value of silver, no 
more. Paper redeemable in gold money is worth 
its face. 

If the government were to say tomorrow that it 
would redeem its eight hundred millions of paper 
money in silver coin only its paper dollars would 


be worth in the brokers’ shops only 50 to 54 


cents in gold. If it said it would redeem in gold 
then the paper dollar would be worth 100.cents 
as it is now. 

As people have more faith in promises to re- 
deem when they see ability to redeem, so the 
citizens of the United States are better satisfied 
that their government can keep all its forms of 
money at par when they see that it has a fair 
stock of gold in the Treasury. After Secretary 
Sherman sold a hundred millions in bonds for 
gold and put that gold in the Treasury for the 
purpose of redeeming the greenbacks on demand 
the latter at once rose to par. They have kept 
there ever since, because there was gold behind 
them for redemption purposes. 

The government has outstanding now about 
halfa billion more paper than in 1878. Behind 
that half billion and 346 millions of greenbacks 
there is only 100 millions in gold. There must 
be more, however, to convince the people that it 
can redeem its notes in gold when desired. 
That is why the government ought to sell 
bonds and get one or two hundred millions more 
gold than it has. To do so would cost, say, at 3 
per cent, only three or six millions a year. 
That would be all that it would cost to secure 
absolute confidence in the integrity and ability 
of the government to redeem its nates on de- 
mand. Renewed confidence and restoration of 
good times would be cheap at ten times those 
sums. 

The object of such issue of bonds would not be, 
asis untruthfully asserted, to confine the cur- 
rency to gold but to make it worth gold. This 
labor leader would rather have the currency 
worth 54 cents silver, in which case every work- 
ingman's wages would be cut down one-half, in 
order to avenge the alleged crime against sil- 
ver. Surely the workingmen are not fools enough 
to halve their wages because the price of silver 
has dropped one-half in twenty years. 

The correspondent concludes by denouncing 
any policy that “discriminates against either 
gold, silver, or paper.“ Then he should de- 
nounce his own policy. By clamoring for a 
played out ratio of 16 to 1 he is trying to drive 
out gold.

value of all paper money. By insisting that 871

actual commercial value. 

It is painfully apparent that he knows nothing 
about financial matters; that he is a blind leader 
of the blind; a man who, having stuffed his stom- 
ach with some scraps and figures, thinks he has 
digested: the whole financial question. If the 
other labor leaders of Chicago are no wiser than 
this man the lord have pity on them and their 
followers. 


Mr. S. W. Allerton on the Finance Question. 


Curca@o, July 25.—[Editor of The Tribune. ]— 
The finance question is the great question for the 
American people to solve; in fact, it has been the 
great question since the,formation of our govern- 
ment. Because of the lack of confidence among 
nations and mankind there has always been 
the necessity for some commodity of intrinsic 
value as a basis for exchange among nations and 
for a monetary system at home. 

History teaches us that from the commence- 
ment of civilization all nations have used a great 
variety of articles for a monetary system; notched 
wood was at one time used in England as a 
medium of exchange[?]. So it is evident that 
nations maké and have made many articles 
medium of exchange; such medium is not made 
by nature but by law. In our early history we 
used codfish and pebbles, in after years gold and 
silver; not having gold and silver enough to keep 
up with our growth for a monetary system we 
passed through years of great depression. We 
had all sorts of schemes—State banks, shinplas- 
ters, etc.—and every so often the honest holder was 
robbed. : a , 

Never untilour national life was in danger, 
until men offered their lives by millions, and the

LMr. Allerton is pretty nearly right in his diag- 
nosis of the current financial disease and his pro- 
posal of a remedy for its cure. But there is no 
need for the limitations named by him. The 
true solution of the problem has been stated by 
Tue Trrsune. Briefly it is as follows: 

1. Make silver a legal tender to any amount at 
its commercial value. None of the silver mining 
States or interests have any right to object to 
that. They ought to accept it gladly as the only 
fair compromise and one which concedes to 
them all they have aright toclaim. Never since 
1873 have they got more for their product than 
its commercial value, and they ought to be con- 
tent with that for the future if there be no limi- 
tation to the market. They would then be able 
to secure the full price for all their product, the 
price being determined by the relation of supply 
to demand, the same as in wheat, cotton, corn, 
and pork. It would wrong nobody to have the 
metal employed as money at its real value, and 
we could then safely stop the further manufact- 
ure of Treasury notes, because the silver would 
be in the hands of the people instead of being 

locked up idly in the vaults of the Treasury.

THE POPULAR RATES.

After a Protracted Fight the Association 
Sticks to the Two-Dollar Addition to the 
One Fare Basis—Of Little Avail to Those 
Living Within a Short Distance from 


chicago They Apparently Cater to the 
Sparsely Settled Mountain and Coast Re- 
gion—Only a War Will Affect Them. 


The hopes held by the people of the West 
that commencing Aug. 1 the railroads would 
put in effect a rate of fare for the round 
trip or less were destroyed by the action of the 
Western Passenger yesterday.

But it is 
from near points where a reduction is most 
desired, and from these rates will remain sub- 
stantially as before. The only good thing 
about the new arrangement is that tickets at 
the reduced rates are good by all trains and 
in all kinds of cars — sleepers, and the limit 
is thirty days. The only hope for lower rates 
than the above is a fight among the roads, 
and there is but little prospect for that, as no 
line will dare, under existing financial condi- 
tions, to precipitate a rate war and assume 
the responsibility for the resultmg demorali- 
zation. 


DUE TO THE STRINGENT TIMES, 


D. O. Mills Assigns Causes for the Erie 
Receivership. 


New Lonx, July 26.—D. O. Mills, said to 
be one of the largest holders of Erie seconds, 
says in regard to the receivership: 

Undoubtedly confidence has received another 

shock, but then the public must recognize the 
stringent times through which we are passing. 
The trouble is, there is very little money, and in 
times like these embarrassments must be ex- 
pected. 
It is stated at the Erie office that Receiver 
King has left for Sara and Receiver Mc- 
Cullough for the White Mountains. It is as- 
serted positively that the Executive commit- 
tee did not decide to put the road into the 
hands of a receiver until a late hour yesterday, 
when it was found that in order to prevent the 
sacrificing of securities in loans the company 
had to seek the protection of the court. The 
company’s floating debt is about $6,000,000. 
Considerable of it is held abroad, but the 
holders are well secured. 

It is now semi-officially stated that there 
will be no reorganization of the Erie proper- 
ty, but that the net earni for next 
t years will be applied to the paying off of 
the floating debt, this will prevent reor- 
ganization and assessment.

TWO MISSIONARIES BRUTALLY KILLED. 


Chinese Fanatics Murder Swedish Minis- 
ters- Mandarin Goes to the Scene. 

Vancouver, B. C., July 26.—The steamship 
Empress of India, which arrived yesterday, 
brings details of the murder of two Swedish 
missionaries by Chinese fanatics at Sung Pu. 
The Rev. Mr. Wikholm and the Rev. Johan- 
son, the missionaries, arrived at Sung Pu last 
April and were the only missionaries there, 
Sung Pu is an important market-place in the 
: of 


verts. but, on the contrary, their lives were 
in danger almost from the start. They were 
warned by servants that they would be killed 
July 1, but they took no precautions except 
to send a letter to a magistrate demanding 
protection. Early in the morning of July 1 
the missionaries’ house was surrounded by 
a mob of loafers, tradesmen, and scholars 
who clamored for their blood. Stones were 
thrown at the house and the windows were 
battered in, until the missionaries could no 
longer remain in the house. They attempted 
to escape over the roofs of houses, but were 
followed by the mob. Finally they could go 
no further and dropped. in the street into the 
hands of the mob. Their sufferings were 
short. Wikholm’s skull was smashed with an 
ax and Mr. Johanson was speedily beaten out 
of all resemblance to human shape by bam- 
boo rods and iron bars. The bodies were 
stripped naked, subjected to revolting muti- 
lations, and left on the street for dogs to eat. 
The mob then looted and burned the mission- 
aries’ house. Two missionaries from Han- 
kow, in company with the Mandarin and sol- 
diers, left for Sung Puduly 4 to investigate 
the matter and recover the bodies.

CONVICTED OF WILLFUL MURDER.

Sr. Louis, Mo., July 26.—[{Special.)}—Jake 
Heinze and Henry Kaiser were today found 
guilty of willfully murdering Edwin E. Brown, 
the wealthy Chicago stockman. Charles Me- 
Donnell, the third prisoner, was acquitted. 
The crime was committed March 2 
last about 9:45 p. m. Mr. Brown, 
who had arrived from Chicago not 
long before, having business offices in 
both cities, had taken up his residence at No. 
3119 Morgan street. The night of his death 
he visited friends at Twenty-eighth street and 
Franklin avenue, and on he was 
attacked by three footpads. He resisted, but 
a blow from a fist incased in brass knuckles 
felled him, and while he was on the ground 
one of the footpads, identified as Kaiser, 
kicked him in the stomach. This kick was 
the cause of death. The police worked dili- 
gently on the case.
